an arraignment of the hyporrite as 
worse than the coward; and enforced 
the uplifting thought that "No man 
to bopoi«M as long as he ean feel a 
sense of shame." 

At niglii irom the text, "Tfte glory 
Of the children Is their fath<M", he 
made an inspiring and patrloiic ad- 
dress In commemoration of the three 
hundredtb anniversary of the landing 
of the flrat aettlers at Jamestown, 
Va..*on 18 lft07. It was a ring- 
li« call' to Amer'ean pride, American 
love and American optimism, and 
empbaaizod thai America wag In the 
de^ll^pment stage today, hut car- 
rying on tbe greatness begun by our 
fathers. That U was not a country 
"mad about monef-gettlng", as some 
American eapatrlates bad represent- 
ed it to be abroad, but rattier tbe 
light was being fearlessly turned, to- 
day, on all croukedneHs In high 
l)laces, and that the American In art, 
literature and every calling compared 
favorably with those in other lands, 
lit was an eloquent tribute calculated 
to foster tbe aplrtt of patriotism an.l 
good for tU Americans to bear. 

"This Is an age of exposure, rather 
than of graft", said the bishop.

sosslon, In which Police foniinlBslon- 
er Mann Clark aaked City Attorney 
lUrrlaoB U he thought « ftt ws n 
ought to turn his back when he M 
a man come oat of a saloon on Son- 
day. Indeed, we rather agree with 
our eveninn contemporary when It 
says: "Mr lliirrison did not, as has 
been charged, abuse the police in 
whole or in port, b«t ho did warn 
them to he more careful la awklng 
arreats and in swearing out war 
ranta In cisos of this kind." 

But when In netting .Mr. Harrison's 
position right, that organ finds it ex- 
pedient to abuse the policemen, who 
were doing no more and no leas than 
their sworn duty, we feel called upon 
to raise our voice in protest at the 
Injuhllce iiiul iho dauKei of It 

We do not hold the police force 
^ibove criticism. In times past we 
have exercised the freedom of the 
press in calling the department to 
aooounfcjAm what we considered dere- 
liction mBfhfiy, but never have we 
been guiny of Mio f)fr« iiHo ot' vllllf\ - 
Ing Individual niomtiors of the force 
for carrying out Instructions and 
performing their duty, no matter 
how hard hit our friends may have 
been. 

On the front page Saturday even- 
ing the organ had the following to 
aay In the course of an editorial un- 
der the caption: "Plain Statement of 
the Mitchell Caae:"

Assessment for Methodist Churches 
Is Raised by the Exteasion Board 



Assessment on 'lie churches of the 
Methodist Kpl-copal ClnLrch, south, 
for church extension was raised 23 
per cent, by the board of church ex- 
tension, which finished its annual 
meeting. This means that mbont 
$176,000 wilt be collected from th^ 
.Methodists for the present fl.scal yesr, 
which ends .Marc li ;! ! ' whereas 
l ist year only ll lii.n n « „ , ral.sed. 
Several memibers of the board want- 
ed to raise the assessment to |250,- 
000. but t|ils Was voted down. 

Tbe board appropriated $56,825 
for donations toward the building of 
churches and granted $70,000 I'br 
loans (o aid congregations In build- 
ing churches. It also pledged ll.self tp 
raise $.1(1,001) for the building Of 
churches in Oklahoma, with the pro- 
vision that the people In Oklahoma 
raise an equal amount, making a to- 
tal of $100,000 to be expended In 
botlfling churches. The a^^regate.ls 
to be raised within the nest tour 
y-ears. ' 

The board also asreed !o r^ilse a 
special donation of $io,ooii as a gift 
Kiwiril Ihe erecliou of a ihurch in 
Balilniore, Md. at a cont of $130,- 



fton, to be known aa the Alpheus W. 
Wilson Mejnorlal church. In honor of 
Bishop Wilson, the oldest active 
•bi.-^^hop in the church, and who is 
now In China holding conferences. 
Oovernor H. B. Jackson, of Maryland, 
started the movement. He olTered to 
give $.50,000 toward such a church 
provided $100. 000- more couid be 
ral-ed. The resldenta of Baltimore 
will raise tha remainder or the' 
money. 

Although no definite action was ta. 
,ken. the board Indorsed the move- 
ment to build a church In Wastllag- 
ton, U. C. at a cost of $250, OOn. This 
projeot wits referred to the board at 
the last meeting of the general con- 
ference of the church. 

The Methodists bf Washington 
have agreed to rilse $75,000 of the 
sum and the board must raise the 
balance.

Who Invented the bogua Latin ex- 
pression "omnium gatherum," which 
Mr. Arnold Forster has been apply- 
ing to Mr. Haldane s territorial army 
arrangements? We do not expect 
the question to be answered, since 
the Inventor la almoat cerUlnly lost 
In antiquity.. Writing to his wife In

around the home, gives them physical 
develoimient, often enables- them to 
Had their natural Hue of work, 
tearlie.s observation of workmanabtp, 
and generally turns them Into conr 
Bt>uctlve members of society. The 
)ioy gota the products of hla own 
work and hence has a personal In- 
terest In painstaklnt; w orknuinsh Ip 

Coniliarlnc the hoy who leariie<l a 
liiiile In a lactiirv oi' «iirk shop with 
the one who takes a manual oourse, 
he ahowed bow eoonomic cenditlons 
I made foremen aaaign an apprentice 
to that particular lino of work for 
\\hlch he Is best suited, and to leave 
hlin in tlinl rut. In t)ie manual 
school, he leariiB the whole art, be-
